Reason for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed method of 
forming a transistor comprising (in addition to the other limitations in the claim) forming 
a pair of source/drain regions adjacent to a narrow bandgap semiconductor film, 
wherein the gate electrode and the gate dielectric extending over a portion of the 
source/drain regions (claim 31 ); nor forming a transistor which uses an InSb alloy film 
as a narrow bandgap semiconductor film along with a high k dielectric film and metal 
electrode (claim 42); nor forming a pair of source/drain regions adjacent to a narrow 
bandgap semiconductor film, wherein the source/drain regions being formed from a 
semiconductor film having a larger bandgap energy than the narrow bandgap 
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semiconductor film (claim 48); nor forming a transistor using a narrow bandgap 
semiconductor film and a high k gate dielectric layer (claim 52).
